While the John Harrison referred to in your letter is not, as you suspected, the 
one I referred to, I feel that he perhaps is a first cousin of my great grand-

bid seven hearts as a sacri- 
fice, as most other players 
would have done under the 
same circumstances, 

North made a forcing 
pass, showing more than 
minimum values, and South 
accepted the invitation to go 
on by bidding seven spades, 
which would ordinarily have 
been laydown. 

Wolf doubled and led a 
diamond, and poor South 
went down one when East 
ruffed. Wolf's highly effec- 
tive lead was very well 
judged; the knew there was 
an excellent chance on the 
bidding that North-South 
had nine diamonds between 
them. 


BUT HIS double — and the 
reasons for it — was truly 
ingenious. Wolf realized 
that, if he passed, East 
would make a conventional 
double of seven spades in or- 
der to ask for a diamond 
lead. Wolf was afraid that, if 
‘this happened, one opponent 
or the other would run to 
seven notrump (which could 
not be defeated). 

To prevent this from hap- 
pening, Wolf decided to grab 


the bull by the horns and 
double, and, because it was 
not a conventional double 
asking for a specific lead, 


both North and South quite 
reasonably elected to pass. 
In effect, by his unusual dou- 
ble, Wolf succeeded in si- 
fencing not only his oppo- 
nents but, much more im- 
Portant, this partner. 


great-grandfather, John 
Harrison, brought with him 
from Iowa the mill stones 
for the first grist mill in 
Washington County. The 
stones now are on display at 
the Hillsboro Museum. 


JOHN HARRISON built a 
dam and constructed a long 
millstream leading off Dairy 
Creek (sometimes known as 
Harrison Creek) across his 
donation land claim near 
North Plains. With this wa- 
ter power he operated both 
his flour mill and a lumber 
mill. 

The first surveyed road in 
Washington County was laid 
out from Hillsboro to Harri- 
son’s mill, Flour from the 
mill was hauled over the 
Cornelius Pass Road and 
shipped to market from St. 
Helens. 

Born in 1802 near Union- 
town Pa., during President 
Thomas Jefferson's adminis- 
tration, John Harrison 
moved west as a young man, 
laid out Birmingham in Van 
Buren County, Iowa, in 1839. 
_Following the death of his 
first wife, Jane Miller Harri- 
son, in 1840, he married 
Mary B. Smith and on April. 
1, 1846, with six children, 
they set out with three cov- 
ered wagons, joining the 
lowa Company for the long 
journey to Oregon. 


JOHN’S eldest son, James 
Miller Harrison, a 17-year- 
old youth at ithe time of the 
migration, some years later 
wrote an exciting account of 
the trip, copies of which are 
still in the family. 

_This 2l-page document is 
filled with encounters with 
the Indians, both friendly 
and hostile; tells of how 
James Harrison and a friend 
were surrounded by a band 
of Pawnees and the friend 
shot in the back with an ar- 
row; of buffalo hunting, 
stampedes with the wagons; 
and the split of the company 
into two segments with the 
Harrisons and friends con- 
tinuing on to Oregon via the 
Barlow trail. The other 
group, turning south for Cal- 
ifornia from near Ft: Hall, 
ran into extreme conditions 
of starvation and became 
widely known as the Donner 
Party. 

James Harrison became a 
surveyor and author of two 
works, ‘“‘Harrison’s Guide 
and Resources of the Pacific 
Coast,”’ and ‘Settlers’ Guide 
for the Pacific Slope.” 


DEBBIE’S great-great 
grandfather, Archibald 
McNair Harrison, a younger 
brother of James, joined 
Company D of the lst Regi- 
ment, Oregon Mounted Vol- 
unteers in October of 1855, to 
fight the Indian Wars and 
participated in a battle at 
Yakima, Wash. A lad of 14 
when he accompanied his 
family to Oregon, Archibald 
was hit by a train and killed 
near Roseburg in 1917. 

Members of the Harrison 
tribe have spread far and 
wide since their arrival in 
Oregon. Some returned east, 
others moved to Texas and 
Nevada. At various times 
members of the family were 
to be found in Jefferson,

Debbie has taken her res- 
toration campaign to Wash- 
ington County officials, since 
the cemetery was deeded to 
the county many years ago. 
But despite the fact that a 
number of prominent county 
forefathers are buried there 
— including members of the 
McKay and Cornelius fami- 
lies — county officials plead 
they have no funds for main- 
tenance of the property. 

Much more promising 
have been Debbie's contacts

with the Oregon Historical 
Society which has a group’of 
members interested in such 
projects, and the Sons and 
Daughters of Ore; Pi- 
oneers.

Debbie inherited her inter- 
est in family history from 
her mother, Barbara, Mrs.

When her 
mother returned to work 
several years ago, Debbie 
picked up the traces of an- 
cestral lore and has been 
pursuing her avocation of 


What she really needs is

Thank you for the additional information on the MORRISON family, the world is indeed 
getting smaller and our family keeps expanding. Your question prompted me to do some 
additional research on them and, I found the enclosed information when Bonnie and I 
made a trip to the Oregon State Archives in Salem. 


Robert Jefferson MORRISON died in 1906 and the probate of his estate was in their 
files. That document and a search of their data base gave us the married name of his 
daughter (Nora Edna) and her husband, Joshua N. BURKHEAD. They had two 
daughters born in Clatsop County according to my research; Irma E, born @1919 and 
Esther C, born @1922. The 1920 Census shows them living in the Clatsop Precinct. 
Possibly those names are familiar to you. 


While at the archives we also did additional research on James Miller HARRISON. We 
have now determined he did have a Donation Land Claim in Lane County and died there 
in October 1881. I have not found his grave yet but I have it narrowed to one of three 
cemeteries at this time. The final proof that this James M. HARRISON listed in the 
1880 Census is ours, was one of the creditors listed in his estate probate (enclosed) was 
Nora (BRICKELL) MORRISON his niece and a resident of Clatsop County. 


Once I locate the burial of James M. that will leave only Maria (HARRISON) 
BRICKELL’s grave to be found and then we will have all the children of John and his 
wives. William Henry HARRISON is buried at Granite Hill Cemetery in Grants Pass, 
Oregon and we will make a point of going to photograph his grave in the future. At that 
time I will also stop in Roseburg and take photos of Archibald McNair HARRISON ’S 
grave at the Oregon Veterans Home Cemetery. 


Now for what I believe will be of the most interest to you. The archives had the death 
certificates for your Grandparents, Josiah & Lamira Bedler (HARRISON) WEST. | 
obtained copies (enclosed) of them and the holographic, hand written Will of Josiah. 


Enjoy the documents, I found them fascinating!
